Dr. ‘shiunsihes Schmidt; ‘the 
director of the Carlsberg Labora- 
tory, Copenhagen, has just started 
on a six,months’ survey of the 
Indian and Pacific Occnne, to com- 
plete his Investigations into the 
life-history of the common eel.
